Plaintitt said te wae formerly the 
ewner of w roun cow! which he had kept 
for domestic purposes, On March 6, In 
romponme to a& message he received, he 
went to Woodyille-road, South Granville, 
where be saw hit cow, with one of its 
legs broken. He had to have the cow 
destroyed, after it hud been seen by m vet- 
inury wurseon, The cow bad coef him 
C12, He had been told he would have to 
pay for the removal of the cow, though 
Ne had now yet received the bIL He 
valued the cow at about (15, 

Mr. Bugty: De you know that, about 
two months before this aceldent, cows 
were selling for 50/- and £3 a head T—No. 

In reply to further questions, plaintift 
sald (he cow wae being driven to Merry- 
lands, by a man named Jones, When he 
(plaintiff) saw the cow, It was standing 
up. 

Wiltlam Henry Jones, employed by the 
plaintiff, sald that wxbout two months age 
he was driving a cow along Woodville 
road, Buddenly, he heard a motor vehicle 
behind him. Leoking round, he sow 
Fort motor lorry about ten yards away, 
THefere he could do anything, the radiitor 
of the motor lorry struck the cow from 
behind. Me (witness) Jumped on to the 
foutpath, The sounding of the horn and 
the atriking of the cow were practically 
simultaneous, The lorry wos travelling 
at least fifteen miles an hour. The 
cow was inockrd down, and dragged along 
on lia front knees. Is near wide hind leg wae 
broken, He sald to the driver of the lor- 
Ty, “You know, that's not my fault.” The 
driver replied, “Oh, wel, we'll ace what 
can be done about tt,’ 

Mr. Bugty: Have you had any exper- 
jonee with cattle’—-Not too mueh. 

Do you know that twe months hefort 
the acrident, cows wen being sold here 
for 60/- and £3 a head?—No, But there
